^ FEDAYEEN -LEBANON ; The Israeli strike early 
yesterday morning against the guerrillas' Beirut 
sanctuary stunned the Palestinian commandos , but 


the action is unlikely to curb Arab terrorism. 






Prime Minister Salam submitted his cabinet's 
resignation yesterday, but President Franjiyah de- 
ferred action on the matter until today. Salam 
may intend to seek a vote of confidence from parlia- 
ment to strengthen his hand against charges of in- 
effectuality in meeting Israeli incursions. Since 
last September three major Israeli assaults against 
fedayeen bases have met with little or no resist- 
ance from the Lebanese Army. 

Exploiting popular sympathy for the fedayeen 
dead, Fatah leader Yasir Arafat enlisted the sup- 
port of Lebanese leftists to galvanize opinion in 
support of the fedayeen. As part of this effort, 
the fedayeen command charged that the US collabo- 
rated with the Israelis in staging the strike and 
that the US Embassy is harboring members of the Is- 
raeli assault team. 

Yesterday, a large group of demonstrators at- 
tempted to reach the US Embassy but were turned 
back. In the currently charged atmosphere, however, 
the fedayeen are certain to try to foment further in- 
cidents and stage mass protests against the US. 
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, , Japafl ~ North Vietnam ; A Japanese Foreign 
Ministry fact— finding mission will begin a week of 
talks in Hanoi on 14 April; it is prepared to d.i .s- 
cuss both economic and political matters. \ 


China - Far East ; A Chinese delegation for 
the first time will attend the annual meeting of 
the UN Economic Commission for Asia and the Far 
East in Tokyo.
